They were married on the night of July 
18 she testified. 

Mrs. Cleary testified that her hus- 
band had moved his family from Havy- 
erstraw to New York in 1911 to escape 
Newman's attentions to their daughter, 
but they had kept up a olandestine 
Mrs. Cleary said she had 
been told of the marriage by a physt- 
cian who had attended her daughter a 
few days previous to the shooting. 

When Cleary was taken back to his 
cell he collapsed again and was under 
a phvysician’s care. He recovered suf- 
ficiently, however, to take the stand in 
his own behalf at the night session. 
His daughter was taken to Haverstraw 
tu the home of her grandmother.

BERLIN REJOICES 
OVER VICTORY. 


Berlin, December 18.—-(By wireless.) 
The official press bureau todas gave 
out the following items: 

“The coincidence of the expedition 
to the English coast and the victory in 
the east continues to cause general re- 
joicing. Although the headquarters’ 
report lacks details, there is general 
expectation that the Russian defeat 
will prove to have been complete. 
From details already available, it 
seems safe to say that the victory has 
freed Germany for a long period from 
any possible menace of invasion from 
the east. The Austrians appear to have 
done their work quite as thoroughly. 
The political effect of the victory is 
likely to be advantageous. 

“While nearly the whole press con- 
sider Field Marshal von Hindenbure’s 
victory as an utter crushing of the Rus- 
sians, the military critic of The Vor- 
waerts speaks more moderately. 

“"The talk of a destructive defeat 
of the Russians is for- the present a 
senseless and misleading exaggeration,’ 
sayS this critic.

RUSSIANS BEATEN,

Vienna, December 18.—(Via London.)

London, December 18.—A British pro- 
tectorate over Egypt was proclaimed 
today. Prince Hussein Kemal has been 
appointed sultan, and has accepted. He 
is an uncle of Abbas Hilmi, until now 
k hedive. | 

The French government has recog- 
inzed the British protectorate over 
Egypt in which France formerly had 
such important interests, and in return 
Great Britain has given notice that it 
adheres to the Franco-Moorish treaty 
of 1912, which gave France a protec- 
torate over Morocco, 

Letter to Prince Hussein. 

In a letter addressed to Prince Hus- 
sein on his appointment, the British 
acting high commission, for BEgypt, 
Milne Cheetham, details the efforts 
which he says England made to avoid 
war with Turkey, but which were frus- 
trated by the war party and the Otto- 
man cabinet. Mr. Cheetham states that 
there is ample evidence that Abas 
Hilmi has thrown in his lot with the 
enemies of Great Britain, with the re- 
sult “that the rights over the Egyptian 
executive by the sultan of Turkey and 
the late khedive are forfeited.” 

In inviting Prince Hussein to aecept 
the office as “the prince of the familys 
of Mehemet Ali, most worthy to occup) 
the khedival pogition with the title and 
style of sultan of Egypt,’’ Mr. Cheet- 
ham announces that Great Britain ac- 
cepts all responsibilities for defense o! 
the territories under the new sultan 
that all Egyptian subjects will be en 
titled to protection by Great Britain 
that with the disappearance of Ottoman 
suzerainty ‘the restrictions placed by 
Turkey wpon the numbers and organ!- 
zations of the army will disappear, thai 
the relations with foreign powers wil 
be conducted by a British represent- 
ative in Cairo and that the religious 
convictions of the Egyptian subjects 
will be respected scrupulously. 


No Hostility to Caliphate, 


In connection with his lettér the 
commissioner, in a statement tonight 
says that in declaring Egypt free from 
obedience to Constantinople, Great 
Britain has been animated by no hos- 
tility toward the Caliphate, and that 
in any movement to strengthen and im. 
prove the Mahometan institution the 
new sultan willl have the government's 
support. The promise is made that 
after the war treaties will be revised, 
and that “in such measure as the de- 
gree of enlightenment of public opin- 
ion may permit,” the governed will be 
associate with the task of govern- 
ment. 

Many have expressed the opinion that 
a clearer definition of Great Britain’s 
position in Egypt will accelerate prog- 
ress toward self-government in thar 
country. 

Abbas Hilmi arrived in Vienna to- 
day, according to advices received in 
London. 


Egypt has been placed under Eng- 
lish protection as a result of the state 
of war arising from the actions of 
Turkey. This announcement was 
made in London. The suzerainty of 
Turkey over Egypt is thus terminated 
and the British government is obligat- 
ed to adopt all measures necessary 
for the defense of Egypt and the pro- 
tection of its inhabitants

A friend of Theodore N. Vail was invited 
a day or two ago to make communication 
over a long-distance telephone, asking any 
perfunctory or courteous question, such as 
“How is the weather with you?’ He talked 
through the apparatus and received a dis- 
tinct reply to his question. The words could 
not have been more clearly pronounced or 
distinctly heard had the communication been 
with someone in an adjoining building. He 
was astonished to learn that he had been 
talking with Denver, Col. So at last the 
prediction which President Vail ventured to 
make some time ago that Denver and New 
York would be in highly satisfactory tele- 
phonic communication has been justified. 
This triumph of science is due chiefly to the 
invention of J. J. Carty, a Boston boy, who 
while still in his teens wes irresistibly at- 
tracted to the electrical shops at Cambridge. 
Years ago he perfected the Carty bell, which 
is the customary signal now used on tele- 
phones for calling, and, in his maturity, he 
invented that almost mystic apparatus which 
is called the phantom circuit. It is substan- 
tially an original invention. Jt has made 
easy communications over a distance of 2,00” 
miles practicable for commercial purposes. 

Of course, a great amount of fresh cap- 
ital was required for the installation of this 
greatest long-distance triumph of the tele- 
phone. But not at Denver is this long- 
distance installation to end. It is probable 
that at the opening of the Panama exposi- 
tion at San Francisco in the spring of next 
year telephone apparatus will be set up in 
one of the buildings by mieans of which the 
human voice can be conveyed, unbroken by 
any relay, from San Francisco to New York. 
When the long-distance system reaches the 
Pacific eoast it will have accomplished all 
that is possible until the commercial prac- 
ticability of some _ telephonic apparatus 
which will convey messages beyond the 
ocean has been perfected. 

It will be a coincidence of historic asso- 
ciation if, ag is probable, long-distance corm- 
munication, not relayed between San Fran- 
cisco and New York, with perfect clearness 
is shown as one of the marvels of modern 
times at the San Francisco exposition. For 
there will be frequent recollection of the fact 
that it was at the Centennial exposition at 
Philadelphia, in 1876, that Professor Bell 
made public demonstration of his somewhat 
crude telephone. Forty years later, at ali- 
other exposition on the Pacific coast, the 
perfected long-distance telephone is to be 
shown and its capacity demonstrated.

After two or three weeks’ test the doors 
are likely to be more widely opened if there 
is assurance that dealings in the listed 
securities of all kinds can be safely permit- 
ted so that stocks which are now kept from 
the floor of the exchange may be as freely 
dealt in as those whose purchase and sale 
now permitted. Then we are likely to 
see a demonstration of leadership. That 
should mean appreciation in the market 
value of the securities. There are some who 
predict that there will be a very strong and 
active market by the first of March. All 
the conditions are favorable excepting a 
possible disposition of Europe to market 
American securities. There are few leaders 
in the stock exchange district, however, who 
not had what they regard as reason- 
assurance that in Great’ Britain, at 
American securities are now held in 
guch high favor that the disposition to part 
with them will not be very strong. 

There come intimations that M. H. P. 
Davison, who is now in London in consulta- 
tion with financtal authorities across the 
sea, is preparing for the establishment of a 
credit of as much as $75,000,000 in London 
and in Paris in favor of the United States. 
Very likely this credit will be based upon 
such part of the gold fund of $100,000,000 as 
has not yet been used. This fund was re- 
cently raised for the purpose of facilitating 
American merchants in paving their indebt- 
edness on current account to creditors across 
the sea. 

What They Are Saying of Roosevelt. 

Colonel Roosevelt's lecture in which he 
described some of his experiences in South 
America was heard a few days ago by so 
large a throne and the number of those dis- 
appointed because they could not get into 
the hall was so large as to cause many per- 
cons to say that Colonel Roosevelt was far 
away from the truth when he said, as re- 
ported recently, that the public was tired 
of hearing him. He then spoke, however, 
from the point of/view of the reformer. 

Some of the warmest friends Colonel 
Roosevelt has in New York were pleased to 
observe that in his lecture there were no 
evidences of fatigue or of the effects of tlie 
South American fever poison. For it has 
been commonly understood that recently 
Colonel Roosevelt has sadly realized that 
this poison 1s not entirely out of his system. 
He undertook his fall campaign against the 
wishes of those who are ministering to him 
in the hope of restoring his health. Colonel 
Roosevelt, however, felt that as many of 
those who are leading the progressive cam- 
in November last had been stanch 
his in 1912 it was no more

Our Neutrality Position. 

Theodore Salisbury Woolsey, professor of 
‘nternattonal law at Yale, in a recent com- 
munication, sets forth what should be the 
neutral attitude of the United States re- 
specting the sale of arms, ammunition, 
equipment and supplies to the belligerent 
nations. Brief as this communication is, the 
feeling here ia that it will be of great serv- 
ice at this time. It was impartial, since in 
it there were some criticisms of England as 
well as of Germany. 

Professor Woolsey is esteemed one of the 
highest authorities in the English-speaking 
world upon questions of international law. 
His expositions to the Yale students of what 
ig involved in neutrality have for some years 
heen regarded as perhaps the most interest- 
ing features of his lectures. He pointed out 
at the time of war between Russia and 
Japan that there was absolutely no violatPn 
either of the spirit or the letter of interna- 
tional law when we lent Japan millions and 
when Japan used no small part of these 
millions to buy commodities that would be 
available for war purposes. 

One feature associated with the communi- 
eation of Professor Woolsey was instantly 
prought to the minds of the. few persons 
who remembered a like service performed 
hy his father at the time of the Virginius 
incident, which for a while seemed likely to 
involve the United States in war with Spain. 
The administration at Washington—General 
Grant’s—and those who were of high au- 
thority in public life seemed to be in grave 
doubt respecting the attitude which the 


I'nited States should take. One morning late 


in October, 1873, a communication from Dr. 
WWoolsey, almost as brief as the one recently 
made by his son, was published, and from 
the moment that it appeared in print there 
was no doubt at Washington about the 
proper course which the government should 
take. Spain was well within her rights, ac- 
cording to Dr. Woolsey, when she seized at 
sea the Virginius, which was carrying troops 
and munitions of war designed for use in 


$500,000 SAVED STATE TAXPAYERS 
FOR OUTLAY OF $4,496.78, RESULT 
OF THE TAX EQUALIZAIION ACT 


For an outlay of $4,496.78, the state of 
Georgia has collected half a million dollars, 
enabling the state to reduce the tax rate from 
5 to 4 1-2 mills. This means that the bur- 
den of taxation has been relieved to the 
amount of $500,000, through the expenditure 
of less than $5,000. 

This fact is brought out in a letter by 
Judge John C. Hart, state tax commissioner, 
to Hon. 8. G. McLendon, in which the former 
explains the operation of equalization 
tax act. 

‘ollowing is the letter: 

Letter From Judge 
lion. S. G. McLendon, 

Dear Sir: [ am in 
quest for information relative to the opera- 
tion of the equalization tax act. and espe- 
clally from its economital standpoint. In 
other words, I understand you to request 
figures that show the cost to the state of 
maintaining the office of state tax commis- 
sioner, including salaries of the clerk and 
stenographer, and the resur: of the first 
year’s operation of the law The motive 
which prompts you to ask for this informa- 
tion is that of friendlv interest in the law 
and « desire as a citizen sul! information 
touching this important matter. cheer-

Methods of Protection. 

The development of methods of proter- 
tion from frost kept pace with the rapid 
growth of horticultural interests in Georgia. 
An impetus Was given to the study of the 
question by the accidental production of 42 
full crop of peaches in one orchard near Fort 
Valley in 1888, while the crop was a general 
failure throughout the state on account of 
late spring frosts. The woods west of this 
orchard (the Hiley Orchard) were acci- 
dentally fired the night before the frost, 
and thick smoke settled over the orchard, 
which produced a full crop of peaches A 
limb, containing thirty-five peaches, cut 
from an Elberta tree in the Hiley orchard. 
was photographed and for many years fig- 
ured in all the nursery catalogues. 

Ten years later, in 1898, the use of 
smudge fires as the most efficient and prac- 
tical means of protection from frost was 
quite general in Georgia, with varying de- 
grees of success. The fuel most frequently 
used was coal tar with pine straw, and 20 
to 25 fires to the acre were needed to pro- 
duce a sufficiently dense smoke. 

The Disastrous Freeze. 

The severe freeze of February, 1899, aur- 
ing which temperatures below 
experienced to the southern 
state, and which resulted in

Shipment of peaches, seems to have dis- 
couraged further etforts to protect the peach 
crop. Since 1899 the following years only 
have given full crops without the necessity

Heasons for Lack of Interest. 

1 <A lack of Knowledge of the newer 
and more efficient methods of orchard pro- 
tection now successfully used in the west, 
which depend not so much on the protection 
afforded by smoke as on the actual warm- 
ing up of the air. 

2. Lack of faith In the efficiency of the 
newer methods. 

S. The expense involved, since ft is known 
that devices for heating the air are costly; 
their value depends upon a comparatively 
still air and numerous well-distributed fires. 
The eheapness of fuel and labor in Georgix, 
however, should not be forgotten. 

4. It is thought that peach trees can- 
not bear full crops in successive years; 
therefore a full crop is not expected more 
than once in three years. The profits dur- 
ing the full years overbalance the losses dur- 
ing the lean years. This ts a mistaken idea. 

o. Lack of cooperation among neighbor- 
ing’ orchardists. 

6. Lack of knowledge of the aid which 
the weather bureau will gladly give to peach 
growers who wish to experiment along this 
line. 

in the early part of the year this mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of about 
sixty of tne largest peach growers in Ceor- 
gia by the section director at Atlanta. and 
bulletins on the subject were widely dis- 
tributed. It is evident, however, that a much 
greater utilizatiqn of the frost warnings is- 
sued by the weather bureau is possible and 
it is desired in a future communication, for 
the benefit of the large crrele of readers 
of The Constitution, to give an account of 
the more modern methods of protection from 
frosts and freezing temperatures and an 
outline of a plan of co-operation with the 
weather bureau.

Calais, toward wihich Emperor Wikhelm 
has ‘heen advancing backward for some time, 
is a town of 60,000, situated on the French 
side of the Finglish channel. It is 18 miles 
from England as the steamer plies and about 
4.000 as the passencer feels. 

Calais is connected with Paris by a rrail- 
road which runs trains aia speed which 
would strike an American railroad president 
with awe. It ts readily approached from 
England, but the facilities for getting from 
Calais to England are remarkably poor. The 
tourist and traveling man can accomplish 
the feat, but the last army which got across 
the channel from the Calais side accomplish- 
ed the feat in 1066. 

Calais has a fine harbor and is a great 
seaport and railroad terminus. During the 
last year over 400,000 passengers arrived in 
the city from England and avout 599,000 of 
them were white and green about the mouth. 
For this reason the city is greatly beloved by 
the tourist. Nothing looks so fair to the 
traveler who is hanging onto the ships rail 
and also his shoes as Calais, looming up fair 
and peaceful and entirely stadle, beyond the 
tossing Finglish channel. 

Calais has had an eventful history. A 
thousand years ago it Was a small fishing 
village. 
ish town and in thirteenth centsry it 
was fortified--after which the English spent 
a good deal of time shooting at it with what- 
ever was handy. They captured it in 1346 
after a year’s siege and heid it for over 100 
vears. About that time England under Queen 
Mary was suffering from overconfidence and 
other things and when 30,000 Frenchmen at- 
tacked the garrison of 800 Calais fell. Queen 
Mary declared afterwards that the word 
“Calais’ was written on her heart. It would 
have been better if the writing had been 
done on a memorandum pad where she would 
not have overlooked it. 

Calais was afterwards captured by the 
Spaniards and later recovered by the French, 
For many vears it has been inhabited by a 
peculiarly ferocious tribe of customs offi- 
cials. It is a picturesque town witha citadel 
almost 400 vears old and some rifled cannon 
considerably younger, filed away in the most 
unexpected places. It is nearer to England 
than any other French city, which has al- 
ways been the source of its prosperity, but 
which is now the cause of its most uncom- 
fortable and damaging popularity with the

1. That the welfare of southern farmers, 
manufacturers, merchants and carriers are 
all tied up in securing a fair price and an 
early market for the south’s cotton crop and 
that it is estimated that a million or more 
bales of eotton could at once be utilized if 
cotton was substituted for jute and burlap 
in the mantifacture of bagging and bags. 

2. That if this were done, it would keep 
at home an immense amount of capital 
formerly sent abroad, materially relieve the 
present strained situation. and afford em- 
ployment to a large number of unemployed. 

3. That cotton has always made a better 
covering or bag than either jute or burlap, 
and that the lower cost of jute and burlap 
were their only recommendations, and that 
the increase in price of the latter articles 
has wholly or in part removed this a@- 
Vantage.

Big Shortage of Men.

The general board 
which has actually made our war plans 
estimates the enlisted force of the navy 
as between 30,000 and 59,000 men short 
for war. If any attention had been 
paid to the general board’s emphatic 
appeals for our national safety, instead 
of only twenty-seven battleships built, 
and building and authorized, we should 
now have forty-seven battleships built. 
building and authorized: instead of 
destroyers, we should 
have 187 destroyers. If we 
advice of the general board, we 
have a fleet of fast scouts today.

POLLUTION OF BIG LAKES 
MENACING TO HEALTH 


Washington, December 18 Pollution 


of the Great Lakes and tributary Triv- 
ers is becoming a serious menace to 
health, according to the annual report 
today of Surgeon General Rupert Blue, 
of the public health service. He points 
out that about 16,000,000 passengers 
are oarried each year over the Great 
Lakes, and that more than 1.600 vessels 
use these waters. “It becomes appar- 
ent, therefore,” Mr. Blue declares, “that 
these inland vessels play an important 
role in the maintenance of the high 
typhoid fever rate in the United States 
““The degree of pollution of the Great 
Lakes and rivers contributory thereto 
is becoming a serious question. These 
large bodies of water are constantly 
becoming more polluted, thus lessening 
their value as a source of water sup- 
ply. Practically all of these vessels 
secure the water used aboard for all 
purposes by pumping from the lake. 

It is recommended that water s0 
taken be purified before used for drink- 

yr purposes. 
rE ‘Blue details the work of the med- 
ical officers under him for the year in 
eradicating plague, investigating tivber- 
culosis, in making special inquiries Into 
epidemics of ty% hoid fever and other 
diseases. ; 

Public health officers who examined 
conditions relative to the effect on per- 
sons who come in contact with mi- 
gratory consumptives found little rea- 
son to beliete that such contac? has 
proved injurious. He points out again 
that investigation by American officials 
does not bear out the claim made by 
DOr. FE. F. Friedmann for a specific for 
tuberculosis. Investigation of the Von 
Ruck treatment for the same disé@ase, 
he announces, is complete. 

Speaking of typhoid, Mr. Blue. savs 
that, although its prevalence in this 
country is being gradually reduced and 
the rate is not more than one-half 
what it was thirty years ago, it is still 
higher than for some other advanced 
countnies. The urgent need at present 
is for rural sanitation. Most American 
cities show an appreciation of the way 
to deal with typhoid. 

Study of the use of drugs in this 
country, where anti-narcotic legisla- 
tion has made statistics available, Dr. 
Blue says, leads to the belief that the 
estimate of drug users has been high, 
and that the users of morphine and 
opium in this country probably do not 
number more than 140,000, while the 
number of cocaine users is probably 
“very much lower.”

Washington, December 18.—(Special. ) 
President Wilson today sent in the 
nomination of six Georgia postmasters.
